Union and France have signed 
an agreement for joint nuclear 
research a a 70-billk>n electron- 
volt accelerator under construc­ 
tion near Moscow, an official 
announcement said today.

reached Oct. 1 for French par­ 
ticipation in research at the ac­ 
celerator being built in the town 
of Serphukhov. 
France wiii provide a “mira- 
cel” research chamber with a 
capacity of 6,000 liters (about 1,- 
600 gallons) of liquid hydrogen, 
the Soviet news agency Tass 
said. 
The chamber, to be put into 
operation in 1960, will be used to 
study “the interaction of el­ 
ementary particles,” Tass said. 
Soviet equipment will provide a 
powerful beam of protons for 
the experiments. 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — A diehard band of Viet 
Cong guerrillas answered an 
American demand to surrender 
with a hail of bullets today, and 
an encircling force of U.S. heli­ 
copter troops wiped them out. 
A U.S. spokesman said 1st 
Division cavalrymen killed 33 
Viet Cong and captured eight 
in a five-hour engagement near 
the central coast 28 miles north­ 
west of Qui Nhon. 
It was the only ground action 
of any size reported as U.S. Sec­ 
retary of Defense Uooert S. Mc­ 
Namara met with leaders of 
South Viet Nam’s military gov­ 
ernment to hear their assess­ 
ment of how the war is going.

North Viet Nam showed no let­ 
up with American pilots flying 
116 strike 
missions Monday. 
They concentrated on Commu­ 
nist truck convoys. 
The fight against the diehard 
Viet Cong on the marshy coast- 
lind began at dawn, a U.S. 
pokesman gave this account of 
u*e action: 
A helicopter-borne unit of the 
1st Cavalry, Airmobile, Division 
spotted five Viet Cong in a rice 
paddy. The helicopters landed a 
platoon 
of 
cavalrymen 
who 
killed four Viet Cong and took 
one prisoner. 
Helicopters flew in two more 
companies — about 350 men — 
of U.S. cavalrymen who formed 
a noose around other Viet Cong 
guerrillas spotteu in the area. A 
U.S. officer called on the encir­ 
cled Viet Cong, described as a 
“local force,” to surrender. 
The Viet Cong replied with a 
hail of bullets. In the 
firefight, the helicopter troops 
killed 29 more Viet Cong, cap­ 
tured seven more, and seized 15 
suspects. 
The engagement was part of 
the cavalry’s Operation Irving, 
which began Oct. 2 as a com­ 
bined action on the central sea- 
coast with South Vietnamese 
forces on the west flank and 
South Korean troops pushing up 
from the south. 
In the 10 days of fighting, the 
U.S. cavalrymen have reported 
killing 470 North Vietnamese 


and Viet Cong and taking 503 
prisoners. 
Total 
enemy 
casualties 
claimed for the operation are 
878 killed and 794 prisoners, the 
largest number of captives of 
the war.
